CURRENT SITUATION:

Initial attack activity was light nationally with 57 new fires reported. Two large fires were
contained in the Southwest Area. Very high to extreme fire indices were reported in Alaska,
Arizona, and New Mexico.

SOUTHWEST AREA INCIDENTS / LARGE FIRES:

VEKOL, Arizona State. This fire is seven miles southwest of Stanfield, AZ in grass. A Type 2
Incident Management Team (Philbin) is assigned. Limited fire activity in drainage bottoms was
observed. The change in acreage is due to more accurate mapping.

GREEN, Arizona State. This fire is 15 miles south of Eloy, AZ in grass. Progress is being made
with aerial resources. No new information was reported. This will be the last report unless new
information is received.
